GROUP TAKES

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
if!—A band of exiled army 
officers 
seized 
barracks 


next to the National Pal- 
ace early today but the re- 
bels were reported wiped 
out In a swift government 
counterattack. The band, 
believed to number no more 
than six, landed by launch 
under cover of darkness, 
commandeered trucks and 
seized the yellow stucco 
Caserene Dessalines back 
of the palace shortly after 
midnight. The band captur- 
ed 50 soldiers after a brief 
clash in which the army 
said four soldier* were 
killed. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti m 


—A rebel group captured Des- 
' salines army barracks next to 
the National Palace today and 
the government cabled upon the 
people by radio for support. 


Radio 
Port-au-Prince 
said 


the rebels were supporters of 
former President Paul Mag- 
loire, now in exile in the United 
States. It also said two Ameri- 
cans were in the rebel group. 


Shooting broke out shortly 


after midnight. 


A succession of radio an- 


nouncements over the only eta- 
tion in operation this morning 
urged the people to arm them- 
selves and go to the palace to 
defend President Francois Du- 
vallier. The radio also summon- 
ed all soldiers to the palace. 


The situation was extremely 


-confused and no one seemed to 
Ttnow what was going on. 
Among the armed 'civilians in 
the streets was the undermin- 
ister of commerce, Leon Chau- 
vet. 


A newspaper reporter asked 


Chauvet what was happening. 
"I don't know yet," he replied.

Eight Killed in 
Crash of Huge 
B52 Jet Bomber 


LIMESTONE, Maine (AP) — A 


huge B52 jet bomber crashed to- 
day three miles- south of Loring 
Air Force Base killing eight men. 
The craft was returning from a 
routine training mission. 


The plane was approaching the 


air field with a ceiling of only 
400 feet. It was raining at the 
time. The bomber crashed in a 
field three miles from the Maine- 
New Brunswick border. 


There was only one survivor— 


Maj. Moody E. Deaton, of Den- 
nison, Tex., an instructor pilot. 
He was taken to the base hos- 
pital where his condition was de- 
scribed as good.

The plane was attached to the 


42nd Bomber Wing. 


Names of the victims were with- 


held pending notification of next 
of kin. 


The cause of the crash was not 


determined, an Air Force spokes- 
man said. 


Residents In the area said the 


plane barely missed the farm 
home of Carl Ireland. They said 
wreckage was scattered over a 
20-acre area. Some of it caught 
fire. 


B52 bombers are equipped to 


carry nuclear weapons. They cost 
an estimated eight million dollars. 


Witnesses said Maj. Deaton was 


found in the wreckage.

CLEVELAND (AP) — What's it 


like to be swept along for more 
than four miles by a wave of rain 
water in a dark storm sewer? 


Here's how Terry McGuire, 13, 


one of four boys swept into the 
sewer, described the experience:

The new law provides new

widows or widowers of Federal 
employees or retirees who died 
before February 29, 194S. 


Mr. Gavin said the law gives 


annuities up to $63 a month, 
for the first time to this group 
of widows and widowers. 


Eligibility requirements for 


the new survivor benefits pro- 
vide: 


—The husband (of wife) who 


died before February 29, 1948, 
(1) must have worked for the 


"United States or the District 
of Columbia Government for at 
least 10 years, including: any 
military service; and (2) at the 
time of his death, he must have 
been employed in a position 
covered by the Civil Service Re- 
tirement Act, or have been re- 
tired and receiving civil-service 
annuity checks.

Lengthening of 
Average Lifetime 
Is Leveling Off 


NEW YORK, N. Y.—The re- 


markable progress of this cen- 
tury in lengthening the average 
lifetime of the Amez'ican peo- 
ple has leveled off in recent 
years, according to statisticians 
of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company. 


The 
expectation 
of life at 


birth in the United 
States 


reached a peak of 69 6 years in 
1954, 
dipped slightly to 69.5 in 


1955, 
and again equaled 69.6 


in 1956. Mortality data now 
available indicate that the 1957 
figure was 
somewhat 
lower 


than in the years immediately 
preceding, reflecting the effect 
of the influenza epidemic in the 
last quarter of the year. 


A comparison of 1900 and 


1956 mortality figures drama- 
tizes the progress made in this 
century in increasing life ex- 
pectancy, the statisticians re- 
port The 1956 average exceed- 
ed by more than 20 years the 
figure at the turn of the cen- 
tury. 


According to 1900 moitahty 


conditions, 25 per cent of the 
newborn would fail to reach 
their 25th birthday; now only 
5 per cent are not likely to at- 
tain that age Similarly, half 
the children born at the turn 
of the centuiy could expect to 
survive to age 58; currently 
half the newborn can expect to 
reach age 73. 


In 19u6 the 
expectation of 


life at birth for white females 
was 73 7 years. For girls at age 
5, 70 5 years of life remain, 
about 60 years for those at age 
.16, and 50 years for those at | 
age 26. 


For white males, the average 


length of life in 1956 was 67.3 
years, or 6 4 years less than 
that for females. The difference 
lessens from 6 years at age 9, 
to 5 years at age 41, and to 4 
years at age 56. The 
differ- 


ences between the sexes were 
considerably 
smaller 
around 


1900; 
namely, less than three 


years at birth and only about 
one year at age 56. 


Among nonwhite persons, the 


expectation of life at birth m 
1956 was 61.1 years for males 
and 65.9 years for females. The 
average length of life for the 
nonwhites still lags consider- 
ably behind that for the whites. 
The difference amounts to as 
'much ag 78 years among fe- 
males and 6.2 years among 
males. 


"The improvement In mor- 


tality and longevity has been 
greatest for children and young 
adults," the statisticians con- 
clude. "Thus, since 1900-02 the 
expectation of life has increas- 
ed 11.7 years at age 5 and 8 5 
years at age 25. Although the 
gains have been much smaller 
past midlife, 
even at age 65 


tha average remaining lifetime 
has been extended 2.3 years. 
Currently, the expectation of 
life at age 65 is more than 14 
years."

Industrial Representatives 
Meet With C.D. Officials to 
Discuss Emergency Plans 


Representatives of industries, 


banks, stores and Warren Gen- 
eral Hospital met with Civil De- 
fense officials yesterday to begin 
a study of what to do in case of 
an actual warning. W. C. Fuell- 
hart, director of Warren County 
Civil Defense, advised them to 
consider the various problems 
which would differ in each plant 
or business. 


"You 
may want to send all 


your personnel home, or keep a 
certain number of key men at 
the plant,'' he said. 
"These 


should be trained in using in- 
struments to find out how much 
radioactive fallout is in the air. 
They also must take adequate 
shelter, below ground. 


"In some plants an expensive 


process might be under way at 
the time of a warning siren, 
posing a special problem. Fires 
must be avoided. After such a 
national emergency as a real 
attack, we would want these 
plants to get started again 
quickly. The life of the country 
would depend on them," he com- 
mented. 


Fuellhart again stressed the 


need for convenient radios to be 
switched on immediately if the 
siren should sound. The sirens 
cannot be heard in portions of 
some local plants, another prob- 
lem to be solved. Answering a 
query, he said Civil Defense in- 
structions over the radio would 
offer such information as wheth- 
er tap water is safe for drink- 
ing purposes, as well as general 
guidance during the four to sev- 
en days of shelter from fallout. 


Business men would not be 


able to use the telephone for 
last minute instructions. 
They 


were 
reminded 
by 
Edward 


Lynch, representing the Bell 
Telephone Company, that local 
operators would themselves be 


taking shelter. A monitor sys- 
tem, worked out by the company 
would be used for the Civil De- 
fense organization. 


James Wright, head of the 


Radiological'Division, offered to 
visit any industry to train safe- 
ty engineers and selected em- 
ployes in fallout precautions and 
detection. 


"So far, 172 men and women 


in the borough and county are 
educated to use the instruments 
which would tell us how much 
radioactive dust is in our air," 
Wrighf said. "If Ene were ever 
bombed, we would try to get in- 
formation on fallout from these 
teams, and broadcast it." 


Joseph Williamson, adminis- 


trator at Warren General Hos- 
pital, spoke of the delicate pre- 
cautions used at the hospital in 
handling radioactive materials. 


"We have the instruments Mr. 


Wright described," he said. "You 
can't be too careful in dealing 
with radioactivity." 


Howard- R, Lauffenberger, of 


Pennsylvania Furnace and Iron, 
accepted the chairmanship of a 
committee to work out the tre- 
mendous problem of traffic con- 
trol in the event of an actual 
warning signal. As chairman of 
the Manufacturers Division of 
the Chamber of Commerce, he 
said he expected to confer with 
David Levine, borough Civil De- 
fense director, and the Chamber 
group. 


Richard M. Ross, C. of C. Re- 


tailers chairman, asked Wright 
to meet with the retailers Mon- 
day. After the luncheon Wright 
was also asked to schedule vis- 
its to National Forge, Penn 
Furnace and United Refining. 
Levine invited him to address 
a forthcoming Industrial Safety 
Council, representing nine coun- 
ties.

Russian Bear Gets Paws 
in Middle East Situation

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—After insisting that Soviet Hussia had 


no interest and no business in the Middle East, President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary of State Dulles now find themselves boxed into 
talking about it to Communist boss Khrushchev at a special United 
Nations Security Council meeting. 


This may be just the beginning. From now on, when any Mid- 


dle East problem arises, Russia will have to be consulted. 


To gain access to the warm-water ports of the southern Eurasian 


land mass has been a Russian ambition since the days of the czars. 


There have been several such attempts since the end of World 


War II. 


First was Russia's move into northern Iran, heading for the 


Persian Gulf in 1946. Next came pressure against Turkey for 
greater control of the Bosporus, Sea of Marmara and the Darda- 
nelles. 


Then there was the Communist uprising against Greece, for direct 


access to the Mediterranea.i. 


Finally, the Communist aggression against Korea in 1950. - Now 


there is interference in affairs of the whole Middle East. 


ALL THE ECONOMIC REASONS why Soviet Russia doesn't need 


the Middle East are apparent. The Arab countries are primarily 
producers of oii—almost their only natural resource. 


Russia is also an oil producer. Already it has an excess capacity. 
Russia is not now a first-rale maritime power. It has until re- 


cently not been a trading nation. It has needed all its productive 
capacity for internal development. But that picture is changing. 


What free nations are up against now is ambition?, expanding, 


international communism. 
It is interested in world conquest— 


economic and political as well as military. It will ta-ke anything 
it can get. 


SO NOW THE WESTERN POWERS — principally the United 


States and the United Kingdom — have blundered into a situation 
in which they must deal with Russia on future of the Mideast. 


It is further complicated by the fact that President Eisenhower 


and Secretary of State Dulles have argued all along that there 
should be no summit conference without adequate diplomatic 
preparation. They have now euchered themselves into a conference 
for which there will be no preparation. 


MANY PEOPLE IN WASHINGTON and elsewhere throughout 


the world are trying to figure out how all this happened. 


It can be traced back, as some critics have done, to the estab- 


lishment of Israel in the heart of a hostile Arab world. 


It may have had its beginnings in America's withdrawal of sup- 


port for Egypt's Aswan Dam project. 


It could be laid to failing to make a partner of growing" Arab 


nationalism and to giving too much support lo decadent kingdoms 
instead of to democracies. 


It will be attributed by some historians to too much support 


lor dying British and French colonialism. 


On the other side of that argument, American insistence on end- 


ing the British-French-Israeli invasion of Egypt after nationaliza- 
tion of the Suez Canal can be listed as one reason for failure lo. 
meet the challenge of Kasserism head-on and earlier.

You can 
see that we are trying to visit 
as many different aspects of 
this complex society as we can 
in the short time we are here. 


The people here have been of 


great interest to me. I was very 
surprised to see just how they 
go about their daily work and 
play. They are not, as many 
people believe, a tight-lipped 
people but rather they are very 
willing to talk and are always 
seen smiling. So far in my talks 
with many 
different people 


here in Sarajevo, I have yet to 
post a question that went un- 
answered. Most of these people 
are poor, and you would expect 
them to worry about money 
food, etc., but you will find they 
never worry about anything 
They just go on from day to 
day, their laughing and happy 
selves.

—Explorer IV satellite is sending 
back a wealth of information on 
a hot field of radiation high in 
space. 


Although in orbit only three 


days, the heaviest and most im- 
portant U. S. satellite already has 
confirmed the existence oi the 
killer rays at an altitude of 600 
miles above the earth. 


Dr. James Van Allen ef Iowa 


State University, who directed the 
development and assembly of the 
satellite's complex instruments, 
said the "data so far looks very 
satisfactory. 


Explorer IV, which is expected 


to whirl around the globe for the 
next five years, records radiation 
energy and intensity on four coun- 
ters and relays the messages on 
two radios which are expected to 
last for two months.

Psychologist Says 
"Flying Objects" 
Really "Guided" 


ALAMOGORDO, N.M. (AP) — 


Dr. Carl Jung, Swiss psychologist, 
says in a report that Unidentified 
Flying Objects are real and "show 
signs of intelligent guidance by 
quasihuman pilots." 


"I can only say for certaic 


these things are not a mere 
rumor, something has been seen," 
Jung said in the report. "A purely 
psychological explanation is ruled 
out." 


Jung, who started his research 


on UFOs in 1944, released his re- 
port through the UFO filter center 
of^ the Aerial Phenomena Re- 
search Organization here. It was 
released by L J. Lorenzen ol 
Holloman Air Force Base. 


"I have gathered a mass of ob- 


servations of Unidentified Flying 
Objects since 1944," Jung .said. 


"The discs do not behave in ac- 


cordance with physical laws, but 
as though without weight. . . 


"If the extraterrestrial origin ol 


this phenomena should be con- 
firmed, this would prove the exist- 
ence of an intelligent interplan- 
tary relationship. What such a 
fact might mean for humanity 
cannot be predicted. 


"But it would put us without 


doubt in the extremely precarious 
position of primitive communifiei 
in conflict with the superior cul- 
ture of the whites. 


"That the construction of these 


machines proves a scientific tech- 
nique immensely superior to our« 
cannot be argued."

If the discussion went further 


than the Middle East, other na- 
tions would want to be heard. In 
short, as he said, this^woifid no 
longer be just a summit meeting. 
In fact, it could turn into a free 
for all. 


On July 25 Eisenhower wrote 


Khrushchev another letter. He 
added something which he hadn't 
mentioned before. He said any 
summit'meeting in the Security 
Council should be governed by 
rules of the Council. 


Presumably this meant voting, 


which was just the opposite of 
what Macmillan and Khrushchev 
had talked of. Eisenhower went 
further: before there was a sum- 
mit meeting in the Council, he 
said, the big powers' delegates 
there should work out 'arrange- 
ments for the conference. 


Macmillan went along with Ei- 


senhower—to the extent of saying 
the delegates should make the 
summit arrangements. 
But de 


Gaulle- still wouldn't go along. He 
suggested a summit meeting lim- 
ited to the big powers somewhere 
in Europe. 


Khrushchev accused Eisenhow- 


er and Macmillan—with their pro- 
posal that the delegates arrange 
the meeting—of trying to stall off 
any summit meeting at all. He 
said Those same delegates have 
been unable to agree on what to 
do about the Middle East. 


And he switched from 
his 


agreement to go to New York. 
Teaming up with de Gaulle's idea, 
he proposed Monday that the 
big powers meet in Europe. 


The White House said Eisenhow- 


er still sticks to his idea about 
having the meeting in the Secu- 
rity Council the way he proposed. 
That about wraps it up.

Officer Cites Difficulties 
Of Enforcing Laws in State 


HARRISBURG—Present dif- 


ficulties of law enforcement are 
the result of a consistent effort 
of law-making bodies and 
courts to hamper police action 
and destroy their efficiency. 


This statement was made by 


Police Chief Lester J. Carpenter 
of Ambler, president of 
the 


Pennsylvania Chiefs of Police 
Association, as law enforcement 
officers of the state began to 
assemble here for the organ- 
ization's annual convention. 


The three-day meeting start- 


ed Monday and ends Wednes- 
day. 


The association president re- 


ferred specifically to the Su- 
preme Court ruling which open- 
ed the files of the FBI to the 
defense. It was quickly followed 
as a precedent by numerous 
courts throughout the country. 


The president said: "In Penn- 


sylvania in a murder trial, the 
state police were ordered by 
the court "to produce and dis- 
play" their evidence to the 
defense. There has also been a 
succession of decisions regard- 
ing the holding of & prisoner 
before a r r a i g n m e n t Some 
courts accuse the police of hold- 
ing them too long; others of 
not giving the prisoners suffi- 
cient time to reflect. Important 
police techniques 
have 
been 


abolished—w ire tapping, the 
right to hold for a reasonable 
time, on suspicion, the elimina- 
tion of criminal registry, plus 
a dismal failure to iron out the 
mixed juvenile delinquency sit- 
uation. To me it is a clear case 
of not only too many crooks, 
but too many cooks." 


Carpenter was Joined in his 


stand by Chief Vaul E. Rouzer 


of Altcona, Incoming p/osident 
of the association, and Chief 
Lawrence L. Kendig of Ply- 
mouth, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee. 


"Police are organized and are 


paid for one purpose," said 
Rouzer, "the protection of a 
community. But many indivi- 
duals have taken the stand of 
practically daring the police to 
do their duty. 


"We still feel that the Juven- 


ile delinquency situation is one 
of our greatest stumblingblocks, 
and the FBI crime statistics 
support that 
contention 
in 


stressing the fact that Juven- 
iles were responsible last year 
for nearly half of the major 
crimes committed. 


"Unless proper detention fa-

Surgeon General 
Issues Another 
Warning on Polio 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The 


U. S. surgeon general has is- 
sued a new warning urging 40 
million 
Americans 
under 40 


who have not had polio shots to 
get them. 


Dr. Leroy E. Burney said in a 


statement that incidence of the 
disease has varied through the 
years, even before the develop- 
ment of the Salk vaccine. 


"Should 1958 prove to be a 


year of natural high incidence, 
it is possible that there will be 
many cases among the 55 per 
cent of the population under 40 
who are not fully vaccinated," 
he said. 


Burney said it was known 


,that 1956 and 1957 were years 
of natural low incidence be- 
cause there was relatively little 
polio among unvaccinated per- 
sons. 


Burney pointed out that the 


polio season is just starting. He 
said the 52 paralytic cases re- 
ported during the week ended 
July 19 was the highest total 
for any week this year. 


It also was the first time a 


1958 weekly .total had exceed- 
ed the cases in the comparable 
1957-week. A year earlier there 
were 50 cases for the week. 


"For 
maximum 
protection 


the full series of three shots are 
needed," Burney said, adding: 


"While 
the 
Public 
Health 


Service has 
recommended a 


series of three shots on a mass 
basis as a public health meas- 
ure to give high levels of pro- 
tection to the greatest number, 
physicians in individual 
cases 


may well recommend and par- 
ents may wish a fourth or 
booster injection of vaccine to 
be given a year or more after 
the series of three."
